“Class Two will be ‘composed ot 
men judged sufficiently “bad cases 
that they should remaln under _de- 
tention as long as fifteen years, They 
represent a more extreme edition of 
what, at home, are calicd the 
“blacks,” and if, as has been com- 
puted, there are 47,000 “blacks” in 
the U.K.—though I make it several 
thousands less—a_ corresponding 
figure out here in Germany would 
be in the region of 8,000. : 


Class Three will be unrepentant 
and unrellable less senior fry, -and 
they are to be allowed out in duc 
course under strict surveillance, I 
think you will find a good many 
arrogant young men in this numer- 
ous batch. Class Three will have to 
report, daily to the police, it will be 
“bereft of-- civilian --rights,— and —-be 
barred from oMcial ond public Ilfe 
and certain professions, trades and 
callings, and Its members will not 
be ‘allowed to move from place to 
place. Class Three is a calculated 
risk and nobody will be surprised if 
quite a few gravitate back to Closs 
Two. 


INTERPOLATE Sir David Max- 

well Fyfe's final reminder at 
Nuremberg as evidence of the 
human materlal upon which Class 
Three may seck to operate: -Vast 
numbers of fanatical adherents of 
Nazidom must in any event remain 
at large.” : 


Incidentally, when I hear of the 
conscience being roused 
about the prisoners of war, I suggest 
we look ot things from the view- 
point of Germany's neighbours. It 
will not add to our shrinking*popu- 
larity if we let loose In Germuny 
the . very elements that France, 
Belgium, Holland and so on, Icast 
wish to see at large there. 


Class Four will be small fry let 
out very soon, under considerably 
less restraint and restrictions.” They 
may have to report to the police 
only once a week, ond only public 
and political office and the civil 
service should be denied them, But 


one must remembcr that even with 
this largely absolved category there 
will stil: be a risk Inasmuch ns all 
those still under detention in the 
British Zone are where ‘they. are, for 
n very good reason, There are 
nothing resembling “whites” among 
them, and the “greys” are quite a 
dark grey. : :

French Communist 
- Party’s Policies 


Paris, Nov, 28. 
The French Communist Party to- 
day sought to orient Sis nims toward 
those of the Soctillsts—-rejectings Un 
theory of a dictatorship of the pro- 
Ietariat—as the parliamentary 
struggle for control of the govern- 
ment moved into Its critleal stages.

Britain Slow Off The Mark 

However, in the middle ‘thirties, 
whereas jn Germany a ‘vast military 
rescurch programme had already 
been launched under conditions of 
great secrecy, there was general 
scepticism in Britain. about the 
possible applications of the rocket. 
Few people thought of it as anything 
more than o firework. Seamen, of 
course, know of its value for obtain- 
{ communication with distressed 
vessels, but beyond that there was 
little regard for the rocket as | an 
engine of propulsion. 

Invented by the Chinese not long 
after the Birth of Christ, the rocket 
had undergone no very i#reat cnange 
by the 20th century. Then, between 
1903 and 1912 four scientists in the 
United States, France, Rumanin and 
Russin, working individually and 
without knowledge of the others, set 
to work to show that it was worthy 
of greater acclaim, and between them 
they ‘built almost the whole founda- 
tion upon which the modern con- 
ception of the rocket, Is based.

They had con- 
cluded that the problems to’be over- 
come before the atom js satisfactorily 
harnessed are cnormous§ and that 
atomic renction will obviously not 
be available for several decades, 
Consequently, they are going on 
with the original research; They 
are also interestgd in the develop- 
ment of sounding rockets and two 
such designs have already been 
completed. There is much yet to be 
discovered of conditions in the upper, 
atmosphere, and the rocket Is the 
only means of penctrating into these 
regions, 

. French Building Moor/Ship 

In Paris, Dr. Ananoff, and his 
fellow-engincers are more om- 
bitious, They claim’ to have plun- 
ned where their moon-ship will 
land on the moon’s surface after 
surviving the hazards of the trip 
through space. Dr Ananoff has de- 
iclared that his spate ship will us¢ 
no fuel, but will utilise cosmic rays 
which will be collected during flight 
und changed into propulsion forces 
to drive the machine in, jet-fashion. 
As the space ship would collect 
energy, there would be no need for 
‘jt to develop the tremendous speed 
that o Hquid-{uel rocket would need 
to escape the earth's navigation. 

He also thinks there ‘may be 
uranium on the moon. That should 
'start a rush by the Big Powers. A 
British scientist has also given -his 
‘opinion that the last quarter of this 
century will be an age of exploration 
such as man has never seen, and 
before. the year 2,000 most. of_ the 
major bodies in the solar system will 
probably have been reached. It cer~ 
tainly looks as if Jules Verne and 
H. G. Wells will be out of date in a 
couple of gencrations,

China and Czecho-Stovakia 
today appealed directly to 
India und South Africa to get 
together to solve their dispute 
on racint discrimination and 
avoid the necessity for World 
Court or’ United Nations action. 

Dr Welllngton Koo (China), speak- 
ing at the Polltical ond Security and 
the Leml Committees, which are 
jointly considering the Indian de- 
mand for action to end alleged racial 
discrimination in South Africa, re- 
jected the {dea that the United 
Natlons should refer the case to the 
‘World * Court for legal ruling on 
whether the United Nations had the 
right to Intervene. 

Dr Koo said it, was a matter which, 
because of alleged South Africa dis- 
crimination against all Aalatics, 
afftcted the honour of the whole con- 
tinent and — the rights of 
half of the human race. 
He sald he favoured a United Na- 
tons deciaipn to, World Court ruling, 
but preferred that the Indians and 
South Africans resume negotiations 
in nn effort to reach _ settlement 
themselves. He pointed ott that such 
a settlement would Icave ‘no bitter- 
nese such oan would result) from 
World Court ruling or Unlted Na- 
tions ‘decision. 

De Koo formally introduced a 
resolution asking for the appointment 
of a small sub-committee, including 
Indin and South Africa, to study 
proposals now before the Committee 
and submit a draft resolution as 4 
hasis for the resuinption of negotla- 
tlons between the two countries, 


Czech Stand . ¢ 


The Czecho-Slovakian delegate, M. 
Juraj Spavik, supported the Chinese 
proposal, saying his country . would 
be obliged to vole In favour of the 
Indian demand for United Nations 
netion if the compromine measure 


“nuggested by, the Chinese failed ‘to 


receive approval, ‘ 

. The Czech and Chinese appeals for 
direct setllement of the Indinn- 
South Afriéan differences reflected 
the development of a new trend In 
Committee arguments. Previously, 
the delegations had lined up solidly 
either in favour of approving the In- 
dinn request for United Nations ac- 
ton or of referring the case to the 
World Court. However, now France 
and Mexico have shown themselves 
inclining toward the: attitude voiced 
by the Chinese and the Czechs. 

It was suggested earller that the 
South Africans and Indians report 
at next year’s Gencral Assembly 
session whether the conditions of 
which India complinined had been 
rectificd. However, sentiment  ap- 
peared to be growing. somewhat for 
the Chinese iden of fetting them to- 
xether on their differences at once 
and before the end of this session. 

The United States, however, rel- 
terated its betief that the case should 
fo to the International Court of 
Justice for ruling.—United Press.

Educational Work 


Paris, Nov. 27.

programme of mass education. 

Mass Education : 

Mr Chu told the Sub-committee:

really important, "If not for the 
extension of education how could we
